DECLARATION OP POLICY 

Section 1(a). Experience in the two World Wars and the period 
betv/een has shovel that the acquisition and analysis of foreign in¬ 
telligence solely by separate departments and agencies is inadequate 
to inform properly the people of the United States and their repre¬ 
sentatives of the events, trends and plans in foreign countries, 
which, if 2mov/n, night serve to avert armed conflict. The lesson 
thus learned is that foreign intelligence procurement must be coordi¬ 
nated and its analysis centralized so that all sources and facilities 
may be utilized to their fullest potentialities. Accordingly, it 
i3 hereby declared to be the policy of the people of the United 
States that in order to assure the common defense and security, the 

processing, analysis and dissemination of foreign intelligence 3hall
